Those early roots developed into one of the most beautiful 
and historic European cities, one in which the GLBT culture plays a vital role. 
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Library Adds 
Gay Movies|

While cable television proves there is no shortage of 
moving image gay and lesbian representations, it has yet 
to investigate the diversity of such representations ¢ 
beyond contemporary buzz and mere cultural arche- 
types. Queer representations depend as much on the 
creative form of a text as they do on the identities they 
“stand in” for; in short, the movies have helped make us 
into who we think we are. 


Recently, the Edmonton Public Library (EPL) has | 
included in its expansive DVD collection of feature films ! 
a list of gay and lesbian titles that spans across several ! 
unique historical periods and genres. Christine Hall, a 
Library Assistant for the Centre for Reading and the 
Arts (CRA), began coordinating the project of updating 
the collection earlier this year. 


“One of our staff members who was updating the ! 
GLBT subject page on our website pointed out to me & 
the sad state of the DVD listings,” Hall says.““There had 
not been a major purchase of GLBT content films since the days of VHS.” 


The CRA department, located at the downtown Stanley A. Milner branch, 
focuses on promoting a variety of resources that branch off from its designated 
name, including fiction, literacy, audio-visual, and teen services. A range of 
programming and events occur from book clubs to movie screenings to duct tape 
Ipod cover workshops. The EPL website boasts several links to book, music and 
film lists, including a “Rainbow Reading” list that compiles GLBT items in the 
library collection. 


“Our management is very committed to serving all of Edmonton’s communi- 
ties,’ Hall reports, “and funds were made available for an upgrade.” 


Hall began the project with a lengthy list of 650 films, several of which were 
trimmed, as they were not available on DVD or “obviously inappropriate”. The 
transgender classic Different for Girls was only recently made out of print, while an 
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absurd horror parody like Curse of the Queerwolf just 
_ seemed unnecessary. 


Staff members pared down the list further by 
researching how each film was reviewed, as well as their 
critical and audience perception at gay and lesbian film 
festivals. For example, while there were few critics who 

reviewed films like Chutney Popcorn, it nonetheless 
earned a number of wins and awards across the inter- 
national festival circuit. 


Meanwhile, some films listed as “Gay and Lesbian” in 

~ books like Videohound’s Golden Movie Retriever contain 

limited gay content (a romantic comedy heroine’s gay 

hairdresser, the infamous Gina from The 40-Year-Old 

Virgin). Therefore, some attention was also paid to 

_ choosing films with, as Hall describes, “some thematic 
substance”. 


The end result was a diverse selection of over eighty 
films picked from a number of stylistic genres. “These 
films will have an enduring appeal because they cover a 
wide spectrum,” Hall says. “[There are] Hollywood, 
independent, international, and issue-based TV movies.” 


The Truth about Jane, made for television in 2000, stars 
Stockard Channing as an unsuspecting mother who 
discovers her daughter (Ellen Muth) has developed a 
lesbian relationship with a schoolmate. Such a film might, to some, seem melodra- 
matic; it nonetheless draws upon issues specific to the period from which it 
emerges. 


An appropriate contrast might be another of Hall’s selections, The Children’s 
Hour (1961). Cinematic icons Shirley Maclaine and Audrey Hepburn star as young 
teachers accused by a student of being secretly intimate. Historically, the film 
demonstrates a particular era’s cautious, restrained methods of approaching 
issues of sexuality within American cinema. 


Cheryl Dunye’s The Watermelon Woman tells a story a young black lesbian 
filmmaker, suddenly intrigued upon researching the life of a legendary black 
actress from the 1930’s who had a secret relationship with a white female 
director. The film features scene-stealing cameos by famed lesbian author Sarah 
Schulman and feminist critic Camille Paglia. 


Happy Together, from China by recent Cannes toast Wong Kar-Wai, follows two 
men on a road trip as their relationship begins to fall apart. Kar-Wai’s style, which 
has been applied to a number of different human relationships in his films, inten- 
tionally distances the viewer from conventional forms of emotional engagement 
with characters. In doing so, his films approach novel forms of affect and charac- 
terization of sexual identity. 


Hall also made room for more popular titles, queer favorites like My Best 
Friend’s Wedding, In and Out, and that one about the gay cowboys. As well, several 
classics of the cult persuasion, made the cut: My Beautiful Laundrette, a Thatcher- 
era comedy-drama surrounding an Asian laundromat starring Daniel-Day Lewis, 
Salmonberries, the story of an Alaskan woman (KD Lang) who romances a Russian 
librarian while searching for her past, and the snazzy new Criterion release of 
Gus Van Sant’s My Own Private Idaho, featuring a bonus disc of audio interviews 
and documentaries. 


“To be fair in the selection process, you have to overcome some personal 
prejudices,’ Hall admits. “Philadelphia makes me nuts. [It assumes] AIDS has 
something to do with hanging around darkened movie theatres while sporting a 
really bad moustache. Still, eight copies were ordered for the system. It did win 
Tom Hanks an Oscar.” 


“[Hanks’] bit with the lV and Maria Callas—please!” Hall grudges. 


Each month, Hall screens different films to the public from EPL’s entire DVD 
collection in a program called Cinema at the Centre. In June, she plucks a GLBT 
title to take part in Edmonton’s Pride festivities. This year, a French road movie 
titled The Adventures of Felix was shown to a nearly packed house; following the 
screening, the film was added to the collection for patrons to borrow. 


What are Hall’s favorites from the collection? “Ma Vie En Rose, about a young 
transvestite, for it sheer Gallic charm, and Serving in Silence, because Glenn Close 
and Judy Davis make such a cute couple.” 


Hall doesn’t include The Birdcage on her list, despite its popularity with patrons. 
“Don’t get me started on Robin Williams.”

Political Antics

completed a month’s blissful holiday, I’m too damn relaxed to look up the source, 
although I’ve got a hunch it might have been old Wordsworth—-said a mouthful. 


In fact, it was that aforementioned holiday that drove the words home once 
again. 

| mean, there we were, perched on a little patch o’ paradise at the end of 
civilization, miles from anywhere, blissfully beyond the reach of all but the most 
determined callers, limited to a choice of two (yup, just two) television stations, 
both of which were celebrating a Canadian summer by re-running episodes of 
series so bad we hadn't even been tempted to watch them the first time around, 
and surviving quite happily in a world where daily papers and showers quickly 
became a treat reserved for weekends and high holidays. And yet, cut off as we 
were at the end of our little road, there proved no shortage of news to amuse, 
confuse and even enrage anyone even remotely plugged in to current events. 


On the amusement front, it’s hard to imagine anything more delicious than the 
ongoing saga of U.S. Senator Larry Craig, the sanctimonious Republican politico 
from the state of Idaho, forced to resign in the wake of a guilty plea to a reduced 
charge after his arrest for some apparent homo hijinx in the men’s room of a 
Minneapolis airport last June. In resigning, however, Craig—who, it should be 
noted, reviled Bill Clinton as “a nasty, naughty boy” at the height of Monica- 
gate—recanted his guilty plea, insisting that not only was he not gay, he had never 
been gay—all of which leaves one wondering just what he was doing playing 
footsy and more with the undercover cop in the next stall. Sorry Larry, if you’re 
out of paper, just ask! 


Judging from the behaviour described by the arresting officer, a same-sex tryst 
may not be the only possible motivation but it is certainly the least bizarre and 
certainly the most hygienic. Still, while many of us find it almost impossible to find 
any sympathy for the fate of the coitus-interrupted Mr. Craig, surely I’m not the 
only one who found myself wondering—what with the fortune a lot of cities, 
including Minneapolis, | believe, have spent to attract gay tourists, coupled with 
the ongoing paranoia about air-borne terrorism in America—if the Minneapolis 
police force couldn't find something a little more productive to do with their 
time, unless, of course, they enjoy getting groped in the men’s room.

Elizabeth May is one of 
these people. Recently inspired to make a statement Outlooks gets a surprising look 
into the inner workings of the Green Party by having Elizabeth May sit down for an 
interview to present her commitment to the needs of GLBT communities. Freelance 
Journalist Diane Walsh characterizes this interview as having remarkable frankness 
and openness—when you hear the broad-reaching ecological and social policies of 
the Greens, it does start to sound like the next up-and-coming rainbow party. As the 
eco-leader with the greatest chance of becoming a Member of Parliament, it’s 
certainly clear that Elizabeth May and her Green Party are in the forefront of a recog- 
nized queer agenda moving into government politics. 


Outlooks: Do you believe that there is such a thing as the gay vote? 


May: | have to say that | don’t think so—in the same way that I’m not sure that 
there is a women’s vote. The gay community obviously plays an enormously valuable 
role in the context of Canadian life and culture. | think if somebody of influence in a 
political party represented views that were entirely homophobic you could expect 
people in the gay community to uniformly vote against that party. 


Outlooks: Does any current political party raise concern in this way? 


May: Obviously, | think that Mr. Harper’s party may fall in that category. But, 
between the NDP and the Greens and the Liberals, how would one say that we 
appeal more towards a gay vote? Once you get past the point of knowing that a polit- 
ical party respects and will fight for the right of all members of society on the basis 
of human rights, and the rights won by the gay community are not to be compro- 
mised, and that we need to go farther once you get into that terrain—is that the 
number one thing that drives how people are going to vote if they happen to be gay 
or lesbian? | think that is an open question. 


Outlooks: What do you believe the Green Party can do for the gay community at 
a policy level? 


May: | think it’s important that we have the most advanced policies—the ones that 
speak to the concerns of the community, the gay and lesbian community. We also 
have an aging population. | think a lot of the issues coming up, or that | see coming 
up—or where the Green Party can help—is to raise consciousness in the other 
parties. Let’s face it, we’re not likely to form the government just after the end of the 
next election. We want to be in Parliament, we want to be able to make a difference, 
and we want to be able to influence the decisions that are made. But | have some 
concerns about the nature of the care for our seniors, so that gay seniors will be 
more comfortable in an environment that’s welcoming and nurturing and fits their 
previous lifestyle. We need to think about what we need to do for an aging popula- 
tion. What do we do to ensure at the other end of the spectrum that we don’t let 
down our guard at all on HIV/AIDS (prevention/funding) and make sure there is a 
high level of education. And we need to help youth. My daughter is now fifteen and 
in high school, where there are kids struggling with their sexuality, they need support; 
they need to know that if they decide to come out at a young age they'll get the 
support that they need. 


Outlooks: What identifiers in your party speak directly to gays? 


May: We are revamping our 2006 election platform substantially. There’s no 
question we benefit enormously in policy development from the fact that our execu- 
tive director Laurie Aaron just ran a successful campaign on Parliament Hill to 
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protect same sex marriage rights. So in terms of our policies, | think that people in 
the gay and lesbian community will be very impressed with the election platform we 
will release in 2007, whether the election is this year or striding into 2008. We want 
people to know our policies, all the issues from a human rights point of view. In 
revamping our policies we’ve been very responsive to those policies advocated by the 


’ gay and lesbian community. This includes changes in the Criminal Code, changing age 


of consent—all those major points that one saw in (for instance) a major question- 
naire put to political parties in 2006.| think that in the next federal election it will be 
clear that the Green Party of Canada is the one with the strongest policies. 


Outlooks; What relevance does the Green Party platform have to the queer rights 
movement? 


May:.We are working to make sure that our policies are the most advanced so 
they speak to the issues—as one would expect to see in a party platform where 
we're looking ahead at what issues are going to come up in the House of Commons. 


| mean the obvious ones are obvious ones. Making sure that as a matter of human 
rights and respect for the Charter there is access and no “climb—down” from the 
position that is now established in Canada with respect to same-sex marriage rights 
that must be protected. But we also want to ensure that we move into policies that 
are extremely sensitive, yet well designed to meet the needs of the gay and lesbian 
and transgender communities, and that we have the kind of supports that are needed 
in our society, including a social safety net that makes a difference for all different age 
categories, addressing what the gay and lesbian communities are looking for from 
their government. 


Our platform is long, and we're going to be releasing it whether there is an election 
called or not, and it is going to be fully costed so that we know that we are actually 
fiscally responsible in the way that we are putting forward our policies and positions. 
So I’m very proud of our platform. Under “Rights, Respect and Dignity”, we deal with 
women’s equality and of course people with disabilities, new Canadians, and the gay 
community—lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender rights—starting from the founda- 
tion of freedom from discrimination. 


Outlooks: Could you give a nugget of Green Party history where it has shown 
direct support for gay rights? Then give a precise example of what changes you intend 
to back for the future? 


May: We were, in 1996, the first federal party to officially support the inclusion of 
same-sex couples and civil marriage. We've been strong on this historically, but | think 
some of this history is unknown to people in the community. Our vision is of a world 
free. from discrimination based on sexual orientation, gender identity, or gender 
expression.We will amend the Human Rights Act to explicitly include gender identity 
and gender expression as protective grounds of discrimination. We will amend the 
Criminal Code to include gender identity and gender expression in the hate 
sentencing and hate propaganda provisions. We shall repeal section 159 of the 
Criminal Code, which is entirely discriminatory. 


Outlooks: Yes. Just for reader’s information: section 159 of the Code criminalizes 
anal intercourse for or with persons under |8, or where more than two persons are 
present—a blatant example of legally codifying the prohibition of teenage 
homosexual development. 


May: We'll support public education to end prejudice. We'll end the targeting by 
Canada Customs of GLBT bookstores and other GLBT businesses and ensure that 
Canada’s role internationally is to be a leader in demanding the end of state sanction 
of discrimination and violence against GLBT people anywhere around the world. 
That, in a nutshell, is where we'll be coming from for the federal election campaign. 


Outlooks; It does seem like there is broad range support for all this—we’ve just 
had vibrant Pride rallies across Canada! 

May: Yeah! | know I’m excited! If you’re going to be a good political party you're 
going to have to do more than march in a gay pride parade—you actually have to do 
something! 


Outlooks: Has the importance of Bill C-68 provided the political fuel necessary 
to counter discrimination in society at large, or is being against the gays still socially 
acceptable in private gab—perhaps when the camera’s not on or in closed govern- 
ment circles? 


May: That’s a very excellent question. | think, frankly, that if you’re talking about 
Canadian society as a whole, our polling data shows that Canadians have basically— 
definitely among young people in the Canadian society, gay or straight—the idea that 
there should be discrimination based on sexual orientation is really found offensive. 
Particularly among young Canadians, it’s not an issue. 


Outlooks: As you move into the so-called traditional “older generations” what do 
you see? 


May: It is true that as you go up the demographic spectrum there are still people 
who are essentially homophobic. There is no point in pretending it’s not there. So you 
have to say, let’s get this issue of discrimination dealt with. Let’s not try and hide it! A 
recent poll that we found kind of worrying—at the top of the poll we were really 
happy to see that Canadians were less likely than people south of the border to 
regard people of Middle-Eastern origin as potential terrorists. But the same poll 
showed an unacceptably high level of people who essentially thought that the GLBT 
community still had a stigma attached, and were less likely to want a neighbor who 
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was gay than a neighbor who was Middle-Eastern. Not so good.As | say again on the 
women’s issues, we are on a journey in Canada at being tolerant as a society that’s 


all embracing and all-inclusive; but we are not yet at our destination. And so you can’t 
let your guard down for a minute. You have to keep pushing ahead. 


looks: Do you believe that Canada at this time in history could be or is a eee 
model for electing a gay leader who is “out,” provincially or federally? That is to say, ¥ Kelly & the Kellygirls 
would the Green Party openly support a member who wanted to run and say Amanda Rheaume 
publicly, without apology, that he or she is openly gay and that this issue is important 
to his/her vantage point? 


May: Absolutely! | mean, we've had that, we have done that. The Green Party was sa Robyn De Cradle 
the first party with a leader who was publicly “out” and we have candidates who are v 
in the gay lesbian community and we support them one hundred percent in making 
that point. In describing myself, | have a lot of descriptors, right? I’m a single mom, a 
practicing Christian, an environmental advocate, and | was a lawyer. | don’t hide any 
of my descriptors, and neither should any candidate who has made the decision to 
go public. | don’t think it’s a stigma. | think Canada’s way past that. We certainly have

Out From Hollywood to Broadway

Farley Granger and his partner Robert Calhoun are seated in a small hotel suite in 
Philadelphia. The couple arrived barely an hour ago from Manhattan, so they’ve barely 
had time to relax. The suite is small—disappointing in a way—with a Japanese kabuki 
design. Small screen panels divide the rooms 
and Granger and Calhoun have closed off 
everything except the tiny living room so 
that it’s almost claustrophobic. 


We scramble for seats—me on the sofa 
beside Granger, and Calhoun on two chairs 
to the left of me. Something about the 
arrangement doesn’t feel right and Calhoun 
says, ‘Do we want to do some switching 
here?” The feng shui moment ends when | 
suggest that Granger and Calhoun sit 
together on the sofa. | face them on a 
single chair with sturdy arms. 


“| feel like I’m facing a double barrel 
shot gun,” | say. 


They appreciate the joke.

because I’m looking for resemblances to

There are resemblances 
of course—Granger’s eyebrows and 
eyes, a muted but still alive boyish recep- 
tivity and his long fingers remind me of 
his younger days. 

Granger looks ‘overdressed’ in an autumn windbreaker (he must be 
prone to chills) while the accountant-smart Calhoun is in a short-sleeved red shirt 
that‘makes me think of Nantucket. 


“Farley has always had this ability to not worry how it’s all going to work out, while 
I’m always thinking, ‘Well | better do something or I'll be sleeping in the gutter’? But 
Farley’s focus was never that,’ Calhoun tells me after | question Granger about his 
move from Hollywood film making to the world of New York theater. 


Granger's big career move then was prompted by the boredom of making films— 
sitting on the set all day, filming the last part of a movie first, then jumping to the 
middle or the beginning and back again, on and on until he felt disconnected and alien- 
ated as an actor. In time Granger would buy out his contract with Sam Goldwyn and 
move to New York, a city where he says he longed to live the life of a real actor, strug- 
gling and starving in a garret. 


What's extraordinary about Granger is that he wanted to do this [starve] even 
after his success as a Hollywood leading man. 


Calhoun, however, says that despite Granger’s success he never made any real 
money until he filmed Visconti’s Senso in Italy. 


Granger was in Philadelphia to receive the Philadelphia Gay & Lesbian Film 
Festival’s Artistic Achievement Award, and to speak and sign copies of his book, Include 
Me Out (co-authored by Calhoun) at Giovanni’s Room, the city’s GLBT bookstore. 


Discovered in a little theater production by a Hollywood agent when he was 
seventeen years old and a student at North Hollywood High (Susan Sontag’s alma 
mater), Granger was immediately signed to Sam Goldwyn, the Hollywood mogul who 
would later become his nemesis, but also the catalyst for his new life in the theater. 
Granger’s rise as a film star was meteoric, even magical. He never had to wait tables 
or spend years going to open casting calls. 


Despite a stint in the Army during WW II where he lost his virginity to both sexes 
on the same day—in the morning to an Hawaiian female escort and in the evening to 
a handsome male Lieutenant—his career in film and the theater seemed to progress 
at a comfortable—if not always peaceful rate, but the Beautiful One made it, never-the- 
less. 


How was it to be gay in Hollywood during the McCarthy era, when other actors 
like Rock Hudson, James Dean, Tab Hunter and Cary Grant were often “forced” to 
find women to be their beards? 


“It was never a problem for me,’ Granger tells me, his dead-on stare never 
wavering. ‘| didn’t hang out with the gay actor crowd but stuck to the musical theater 
group where people didn’t care who or what you were.” 


For people who say there’s no such thing as bisexuality, Granger defies the odds: 
he had affairs with Ava Gardner, Barbara Stanwyck, and was engaged to Shelley 
Winters. He also tumbled between the sheets with Leonard Bernstein, French actor 


Jean Marais (Jean 
» Cocteau’s lover), and 
! screen writer Arthur 
Laurents. 


Laurents was his first 
big male affair, and while 
the two remained 
friends after the affair 
was over, Granger says 
# he couldn't stay with 
| Laurents because he 
was “just too bitchy and 
catty.” 

“I know a lot of gay 
men who can relate to 
that,” | say. 


Calhoun and Granger 
became partners while 
working in Philadelphia 
at the Forrest Theater, 
on the day that oo F. Kennedy was killed. They had been friends previously but 
decided not to complicate things with an intimate relationship. (Shortly after 
Kennedy’s murder, Calhoun told me that the pair had gone to Dallas and that “Farley 
walked the city streets, shouting ‘City of shame!”’) 


Calhoun, a former executive producer of popular American soap operas like The 
Guiding Light and As The World Turns, almost always takes the lead in any Q and A. 


“Include Me Out is a very compelling book,” | tell him. “There are zero boredom 
gaps.” 
“We had a good editor [with the book] and we felt good about her. There are 


certain books that get so graphic or specific with their content, it turns off a segment 
of the audience that you want to reach,” Calhoun says.

As Hollywood memoirs go, Include Me Out has it all, including scoops on Joan 
Crawford, Granger's close friend Shelley Winters, memories of Sir Alfred Hitchcock, 
Robert Walker, Joan Collins, Anne Bancroft, Julie Harris, Oscar Levant and others. 
Dozens of actor celebrities appear and disappear during the course of the story. 


There’s the story of Joan Crawford's desire to have a dinner meeting with Granger. 
While Granger agreed to the meeting, he wound up waiting over an hour for the 
Wire Hanger Queen to show. While waiting for Crawford, Granger killed time by 
downing a number of Navy Grog highballs, always dangerous on an empty stomach. 
By the time Crawford arrived he was on the heavy end of tipsy. Crawford, wickedly 
magisterial as always, proceeded to ask Granger his opinion on the current flock of 
Hollywood stars. The pointless Q and A went on without end, Granger says, but after 
being kept waiting for such a long time his patience ran out. 


He excused himself and walked out on Joan Crawford. 


“How did it feel to walk out on Joan Crawford? What did she want anyway? Did 
she want to bed you?” | ask. 


“I don’t know,” Granger murmurs, still stumped after all these years. 


Granger and Calhoun have more Shelley Winters stories than can be bound 
between the covers of a book. 


“She was certainly bipolar,’ Granger says, “she was just crazy but | loved her just 
the same.” Although Granger and Winters were engaged for a time, it ended when it 
became obvious that Winters’ instability was an emotional liability. Still, their friend- 
ship managed to survive. 


A master at crying jags and manipulating events and people to benefit her profes- 
sional goals, Winters, Calhoun says, was so egocentric that when she moved into 
Calhoun and Granger’s apartment building she seriously considered asking manage- 
ment if they'd like to install a photograph of her in the lobby. 


“You mean Shelley Winters as a Russian icon with a grill in front and a votive candle 
hanging in front of it?” | suggest. 


Both men laugh. 


Calhoun laughs easily but sometimes Granger becomes quiet and seems to drift 
into a dense trance. Granger's eyes are so solidly dark it’s difficult to read what he 
may be feeling or thinking, but the effect is arresting. It is obvious that without 
Calhoun, Granger would not be on the road signing books. 


In Hitchcock’s Rope—a takeoff on the famous Leopold and Loeb case of the 1920s, 
in which two intellectually gifted gay lovers go on a crime spree and murder a twelve- 
year-old boy for the fun of it in their Chicago neighborhood—Granger emotes a 
supple vulnerability rare for a Hollywood leading man of the period. Much has been 
written about Rope’s gay subtext in an age when the word homosexual could not be 
mentioned. 


Hitchcock, who had done some two dozen films in Europe before coming to 
Hollywood, was trained in the highly stylized world of German cinema, best exempli- 
fied in the expressionism of Fritz Lang. 


Hollywood welcomed Hitchcock with half-open arms, but he was never accepted 
as an equal. He was a German from England at the height of a xenophobic period. He 
also never won an Academy Award. 


Granger says that Hitchcock came close to being the perfect director and that the 
crews loved him. He always knew what he was going to do and didn’t ask for collec- 
tive input. Granger doesn’t consider many of the current Hollywood directors real 
directors but says they are always asking for advice, input and help from the cast. 


Off-camera, Granger says he'd be invited to dinner at Hitchcock’s house on 
weekends where everyone would be happily drunk, telling stories. 


At one point | remind Granger of his description of Ava Gardener as the most 
beautiful and compelling of all his bed partners. 


“Is that really true?” 

“Oh yes,” Granger agrees. 

“Well, what was |, chopped liver?” Calhoun says, facing Granger on the sofa.

At one point Calhoun says there used to be a list with the names of all the men 
with whom Ava Gardener had slept. 


- “Was it a lot of names? Was it as bad as an out of control man in a male 
bathhouse?” | joke. 


“No, it wasn’t like that,’ Calhoun answers, laughing, “but there were at least a 
dozen names, and Howard Hughes’ name was on it.” 


After the tour both men say they are going to Europe, especially London and their 
beloved Italy, to see old friends. W

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Summer is at an end and we have to become more creative with our activities as 
the fall is here and the temperature cools. Of course, we always have the gym and 


other indoor activities such as swimming, squash or a lucky night out. However, © 


there is something small, portable and very inexpensive that may take up the slack 
around the house and even while on that business trip or vacation. 


I'm referring to the resistance band (also called: exercise bands, stretch bands, 
ripcords, and fitness bands.) These are large bands of elastic material, with or 
without handles, and are extremely versatile for all types of routine exercises. They 
can target major muscle groups including triceps, biceps, abs, shoulders and almost 
anything in between. They're also excellent to incorporate into your regular exercise 
routine and are always useful for ‘active-rest’ or low-impact activity between sets of 
your main exercises. They can also be incorporated with your stretching exercises 
before or after a workout and can be used easily at home or anywhere—indoors 
and out. 


Resistance bands are key in developing and strengthening stabilizing muscles and 
are often used in physiotherapy and for simple exercises for senior citizens. Best of 
all, they're portable, easy-to-use and inexpensive. And, since they are so light and 
compact, resistance bands are a perfect piece of simple equipment while travelling 
that won't set off the metal detectors and always come in under 50\bs! 


The resistance band can be used in conjunction with other equipment including 
the exercise ball or BOSU ball. If you’re not comfortable hitting the gym, resistance 
bands are an excellent activity one can perform in the privacy of their own home 
or hotel room. Also, if you simply just don’t have time to make it to your regular 
gym session, this equipment makes for an excellent substitute rather than skipping 
a day of exercise. j 


Most resistance bands come in different colours and reflect the resistance level. 
Yellow bands tend to be the thinnest, while blues are heavy and silver and black tend 
to be extra heavy and offer the most resistance. You don’t necessarily require all 
levels of bands, but having a variety is always beneficial in any workout. 


Of the few studies available on resistance bands, one clearly illustrates the benefits 
of resistance band training. A 2002 study in Kansas proved the effects of resistance 
band training on physical function in older adults was beneficial and measurable after 
only six weeks of training. Sixteen women participated in exercise training consisting 
of chair-based exercises using resistance bands. Resistance band training improved 
lower body strength by approximately twenty per cent and improved upper body 
strength by twenty-four per cent after the study period. Other successes have been 
found very recently in Canada with Parkinson’s patients who have demonstrated 
measurable improved physical health in regards to their disease after using resist- 
ance band training combined with light free-weights. But the best proof is by trying 
this piece of equipment out for yourself. Below is a sampling of simple resistance 
band exercises that you can perform anywhere and anytime while providing you 
with measurable results in strength and flexibility. 


Since there are few studies available to determine accurate sets and repetitions 
for resistance band exercises, one should do a maximum set that is comfortable for 
your own strength level and resistance level of the band you are using. You should 
feel some degree of muscle fatigue with each set and you'll learn how far you can 
go on your own. It’s quite subjective so you'll have to learn what your body demands 
and what threshold your body will tolerate.

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EXCERCISES 


Bicep Curl 


Place one foot on band and grasp 
handles with arms parallel to your side. 
Bend the elbows and curl hands up 
towards your shoulder. Lower and 
repeat. You may also try the curl across 
your body upward toward the shoulder. 


One-Armed Lateral Raise 


Stand with one end of the band under 
one foot and grasp the handle in the 
other hand. Keep your elbow at your side 
and stretch the band outward with your 
elbow lined up with your shoulder. This 
may be performed in a standing position, 
bending forward or while sitting on an 
exercise ball. 


Kneeling Shoulder Press 


Tie the band to a solid structure and 
grasp handles. Kneel and bring your hands 
up in line with your shoulders with 
elbows bent. Extend your arms and 
maintain alignment with your shoulder for 
a full press. 


Shoulder Rotation 


Tie one end of the band to a solid 
structure and hold the other end in one 
hand, squeezing your abs, keeping your 
elbow close to your torso slightly bent 
and in a fixed position. Extend arm to 
opposite side of the tied-band 180- 
degrees. This is excellent for strength- 
ening shoulder stabilizers. 


Other common resistance band 
exercises include: Chest Press, Shoulder 
Extension, Arm Pullover, Tricep Press, Leg 
Adduction, Leg Curl, Hip Extension, Squat 
and Hip Flexion. 


So, grab some resistance bands and 
keep your body fit and healthy from 
anywhere you're located. As always, don’t 
forget to consult a certified fitness profes- 
sional with any questions and enjoy the 
versatility in your workout routine. W

NO ONE UNDERSTANDS 
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It’s A Wonderful

Queer Nova Scotians take justifiable pride in their province. The capital city, 
Halifax, has the fourth largest Pride Parade in Canada, gay activism has been alive 
and kicking for many years and several gay historic firsts have happened here in 
Canada’s Ocean Playground. The first same sex marriage in North America 
between soldiers on a military base took place here in 2005 and a year later, 
Nova Scotia was also the setting when two male Mounties each got his man— 
nuptially speaking. These stories were duly reported in the media but were not 
generally the subjects of protest or comment. Oh, there was a bit of a tempest 
in a teacup when the wedding picture of Ashley Maclsaac kissing his spouse 
appeared on the front page of a Halifax newspaper, but this was an anomaly. As 
a rule, most Nova Scotians consider themselves friendly and welcoming, with an 
easy “live and let live” attitude. 


But every rule has exceptions. In early August, a small group of pride members 
asked the Truro town council to fly the rainbow flag to kick off the community's 
first ever pride activities. Not only did Mayor Bill Mills refuse the request, the 
town council backed him up in a 6 — | vote. Stunned by the decision, the pride 
committee was even more astonished when the mayor cited Biblical passages as 
the foundation for his decision along with a desire to avoid being seen as 
supporting the gay “lifestyle”. 

That’s when the “fun” really began. 


Civil libertarians began writing angry letters exhorting the council to maintain 
the division between church and state, deploring the mayor’s dragging of his 
personal beliefs into public office. Outraged theologians accused Mayor Mills of 
picking only the Biblical passages that supposedly uphold his personal prejudices. 
Newspaper cartoonists had a field day lampooning Mayor Mills. Local towns- 
people spoke to national television and newspaper reporters expressing disap- 
pointment in their elected official. Aside from the very occasional letter to the 
editor with a “good for you, Bill” message, Mayor Mills appeared to have virtu- 
ally no support. 


The nearby town of New Glasgow had no trouble agreeing to a similar request 
from its gay community and in the municipality of Colchester County (the county 
in which Truro is located), not only did Mayor Mike Smith agree enthusiastically 
to raise the flag but was also quoted as saying, ‘If we're not willing to show leader- 
ship and stand up and celebrate then shame on all of us.” Very pointed words, 
and it is a significant indication of social change that from the outset it was the 
mayor who was being asked to justify his actions. 


A gay rally was held as part of the planned pride activities, and although well 
attended, still there was disappointment for many, like local resident Charles 
Thompson who felt deprived of his right to be accepted—not merely tolerated— 
in his own home town. Having returned to Truro from away, he had hoped for a 
warmer welcome. 


It was not only members of the queer community who suffered disappoint- 
ment. When tourists began calling to cancel bookings in Truro and mentioned 
the gay pride decision as the reason, business owners took notice. Town 
councilors started making public statements distancing themselves from the 
mayor's decision (although they had backed him at the time). Damage control 
became the phrase of the day. As of this writing, there is a possibility that a 
Human Rights complaint will be filed. 


In sharp contrast, in a much smaller community in the next county, prepara- 
tions for a much bigger event were underway. On August 18, in the small commu- 
nity of Cheverie on the shores of the Minas Basin, Scott Brison married Maxime 
St. Pierre. This was the first same sex wedding of a federal Member of Parliament. 


In the days leading up to the wedding, local inhabitants caught glimpses of 
former prime ministers and other well known figures attending farmers markets 
and shopping for antiques but took the presence of celebrities and the height- 
ened security in their stride. The 200 or so inhabitants of Cheverie have known 
Brison and his family since he was born. Wary of outsiders and protective of their 
own, they understood and respected Brison and St. Pierre’s wish for the wedding 
to be a family affair rather than a media circus and had little or no comment when 
questioned by reporters.

It was a gala evening as some of 
Edmonton’s elite gathered to 
celebrate the career of a true 
Edmontonian: Michael Phair, after 
fifteen years in office as city 
Councillor, is exiting gracefully from 
a political life well-lived. 


Ann MacLellan wore a red 
feather boa. Mayor Stephen Mandel 
arrived late-ish, albeit still in time 
for dinner. Journalist Paula Simons 
had a bag of sparkly CariWest 
Festival wear at the ready for her 
presentation. 


And then the Man of the Hour 
Michael Phair entered, carried on a 
sedan chair, with a beautiful child 
throwing flower petals on the floor 
ahead of him. A flowered shirt and 
a pink cowboy hat meant Mr. Phair 

stood out as only he can, even 
4 though it was one of his more 
l sedate ensembles over the years. 


The Roast of. 


A fitting entrance for a timely exit 
from civic politics. Michael Phair has forever changed people’s idea of what a city 
councilor can be. 


Flamboyant, compassionate, a dedicated activist, and an occasionally outrageous 
presence on Edmonton’s City Council, Phair was Edmonton’s—and Alberta’s— 
first openly gay politician. He made an easy and natural transition from the world 
of activism, fighting for equal rights for Edmonton’s gay and lesbian community, 
into standing up for the quality of life of all Edmontonians. 


Health, education and human rights issues have always been front and centre 
for Phair. Way back in 1986, the Edmonton Journal awarded Phair the Citizen of 
the Year Award. But even though it may have been the first time that many of the 
locals had heard of him, in Edmonton’s queer scene, he was already approaching 
legend, having established the AIDS Network as well as taking the lead in many 
early moments in Edmonton’s activist history. 


When the Pisces Spa was raided in 1981, it was Phair who organized the 
protests on the steps of city hall. When gay men were targeted for violence in 
Edmonton’s downtown cruising areas, it was Phair who photocopied leaflets 
warning people to be careful. 


In Council Chambers, Phair was dedicated and vocal, bringing a passion and 
good old-fashioned business sense to the debates. He was a voice for the left- 
leaning, definitely, but never a one-note or a one-issue politician. But it was Phair’s 
presence at practically every event, parade, function or community picnic that set 
the bar for community involvement for all civic politicians. He was always there, 
often dressed in theme when he could. 


Ahh, the fashion sense. Many a joke was made at the Roast about Phair’s 
rumpled casualness, his colour sense, his refusal to ever wear a tie in Council 
Chambers, and, of course, his infamous and annual CariVVest parade appearances. 
Wearing outfits that made Cher look positively tame by comparison, he fearlessly 
strutted in parades, raising more than a few eyebrows. It would be hard to 
imagine a politician who would put himself out there so fearlessly and so 
completely. 


But that fearlessness is exactly what made Phair a powerful presence in 
Edmonton over the last two decades. And his tireless efforts on behalf of 
Edmonton’s cultural communities, his advocacy for a greener and more compas- 
sionate Edmonton, reached far past the queer community from whence he 
emerged. Phair fought for a more attractive and safe Edmonton. 


Phair’s name isn’t finished making a difference in Edmonton. In addition to 
spearheading the city’s new Queer Arts celebration, Exposed, a special award has 
been established in his name. 


The Michael Phair Leadership Award is the first LGBT Q-specific award in the 
history of the University of Alberta. Designed to recognize the very qualities that 
Phair added to Edmonton’s quality of life, the award will go to those who demon- 
strate leadership qualities and involvement in community activities, and to those 
who show commitment to the enrichment and advancement of the very commu- 
nity from which Phair emerged. 


Fern Snart, Dean of the University of Alberta, remarked that “l am extremely 
proud to have the Michael Phair Leadership Award based in the Faculty of 
Education, and particularly proud that it is the first U of A award with preference 
given to students who are committed to the issues of LGBTQ individuals. Having 
such an award named to honor Mr. Phair is indeed fitting; he models ‘being true 
to oneself’, and he inspires courage and commitment.” 


Truer words would be hard to come by. Phair not only inspires, he embodies 
those qualities. 


At Michael’s Roast, the proof of his influence was at every table. Friends from 
every part of his life, politicians, artists, the well-heeled and the struggling, the 
famous, the infamous, the unknown, and the faces recognized from every gay 
rights battle from the last two decades. The legacy is already in motion. Every 
person in that room counted Phair as an early role model or hero. Many of them 
have already changed the world in their own way. 


It is another groundbreaking moment inspired by a life lived in the open: 
unafraid, uncompromising, and gay as can be.
